The extraordinary rarity of this book is little known, and most of those to whom 
the title is familiar suppose it to be a part of the author's great historical work printed 
nine years afterwards, with which it has no connexion whatever. It is the original 
of the second book in the Italian Summario della historia delle Indie, and probably 
suggested the title of that collection. The second title (on the back of the title-page) 
runs thus: “ Snmario de la natural y general istoria de las Indias . . .” In the final 
dedication to the Emperor, the author mentions that he bad his complete MS. of the 
other work lying in San Domingo. He states incidentally that the time usually 
occupied in crossing from Spain to Hispaniola was thirty-five days to forty days, but 
some ships had recently done it in twenty-five days.

This carious Encyclopaedia of mediaeval wisdom, embodied in the form of a Romanoe, 
will well repay study by any one who seeks for a minute and copious acquaintance with 
the character and extent of knowledge in Europe six hundred years ago.

“ Corea,” in which I find it stated (p. 300) that “ with the exception of some scanty 
notices collected by the earlier Jesuit missionaries in China, and by writers such as 
Koempfer and Siebold in Japan, no published accounts of the geography or constitu¬ 
tion of the Corean kingdom are in existence. 0 I have met with similar statements 
elsewhere. I should be obliged, therefore, if you would permit me to call attention 
through yonr columns to a work written by a Japanese author, Rinsifee, in 1786, called 
Son Kokf Tsou Ran To Sets, or “A History of the Three Kingdoms,” viz., Corea, 

Yexo, and Loochoo. This work has been translated into French by Klaproth, and is 
to be found among the publications of the Oriental Translation Fund. 

In 1856, after visiting Corea, I found Rinsifee’9 book of great use in drawing np a 
paper on the subject, which I read before the Hongkong branch of the Royal Asiatic 
Society.
